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KeiniulBceueeB of Lake Horlcon.

Lake Horlcon, situated iu Dodge Co., Wls., is virtually the 
head o( Rock River, the stream flowing from it at the village of 
Horlcon (at the foot of the lake) southward through Hustlsford, 
Watertown, Fort Atkinson, and joined near Janesville by the con- 
llueut from the chain of Madison lakes. In early days It was the 
Winnebago marshes, but with civilization came the demand for 
power for industrial pursuits, and the great marshes had a dam 
placed at their foot of some eighteen feet in height, thuB back- 
iug up the water over a scope of territory 10 long by four to six 
miles iu width. All thlB vast sheet of water was of a slight depth, 
varying from six inches to that many feet, with here aud there a 
deep hole. The bottom of the lake was one vast bed of black 
ooze, apparently without bottom—as I have often tried it by 
slipping through a muskrat hole, in places that seemed lit to walk 
over. To get stuck In to your arm-pits and have to be helped out 
gives a man a good memory of that part of the country 7 . 

Miles of this lake was only covered with water enough to allow I 
a boat to be pushed over the water and ooze, there not being 
depth of water to allow of the use of oars. This broad margin 
was grown full of weeds, wild rice, rushes, cat-tails, flags, Ac., 
with here and there a muskrat house. There was also quite a | 
number of islauds, making line points to shoot from. Here ducks 
of all kinds bred and hatched their young; wild geese also bred | 
and hatched here; this I know, 
as I had three of them as 
pets that were taken from the 
nest before they ever readied 
the water. But ducks bred 
here by thousaudB, as with 
sudi cover they could uot be 
disturbed. I have found 
many a nest full of eggs, and 
seen the old mother duck with 
her troop of little ones swim¬ 
ming after in the quiet coves. 

Here snipes, plovers and all 
kinds of aquatic birds were to 
found. I Baw a pair of large 
white pelicans killed on this 
lake In 1880. 

When I first came West, in 
1884, Lake Horlcon was then 
the paradise of the seeker 
after wild fowl; during Au¬ 
gust and September the water 
would be black with them, and 
to say millions, would not be 
to exageratc. On the south¬ 
west Bhorc lived a German 
named Melsckle who followed 
duck shooting for a living, 
disposing of Ills ducks to 
hotels, Ac. I have known 
him to kill and sell 3,000 In 
one season. There were no 
game laws then, and he began 
to shoot In the Spring as soon 
as the ice was broken and con¬ 
tinued till the lake froze up iu 
the Fall, yet his example might 
lie followed even iu these days 
of restrictions In shooting, 
lie never killed the female 
duck in the Spring or Summer; 
not till in the Autumn, when 
her callow brood was large 

enough to care for themselves, did he shoot the mother duck. 
His keen eye could tell the difference in the sex at any distance, 
and he claimed there were always far more drnkeB than ducks; 
that after the ducks had paired, If he killed the male in the 
morn ing, before night she would have another partner. 

Melsckle was a geulus in his way; he loved to hunt better 
than to eat, and was also very foud of company, and I had the 
good fortune to stand well in his good graces. He would come 
to my place and coax me to go with him, when the hunting was 
particularly good, and the fact was, I did not need mucli urging. 

It was on one of these trips that I killed my first wild goose. I 
agreed to meet him on the west side of the lake one evening early' 
in April, as he told me he knew we could get some geese. Well 
fixed with lunch, ammunition, Ac., I found him In a little cove, 
with two boats and his retriever, Pecos. We worked out to the 
feeding grounds carefully, but the luck was against us, and after 
working till dark had to give it up. He proposed to go to “Caw 
Caw” Island and stay all night in the then empty club house 
there, of which he had a key. I was agreed, and soon we were 
in possession. We built a ftre in the old stove—for it was cold— 
and by good luck found a piece of candle to light us long enough 
to eat our lunch and make a bed of some straw on the floor; we 
had plenty of wood, but the bed was hard and the house cold— 
we roasted oue side and froze the other. Not much sleep visited 
our eyelids that night, but wo wanted a goose bad, and did not 
grumble. By 3 a. m. wo were a-stlr, and after a frugal bite to 


eat started. It had frozen so hard during the night that the ice i 
was half an Inch thick in the bogs, but we broke our way through 
to the coveted location aud picked our cover, about a hundred 
yards apart—then came a dreary hour till sunrise. I almost 
froze, and as the first rays of the morning sun came flashing 
across the lake, I was all of a shiver. 

It seemed that the instant the first ray of the sun struck the 
water It awoke the geese; wc could hear their musical “honk” in 
the distance and see small flocks on the wing; then I shook 
worse than ever. I was disgusted with myself, and, taking a lit¬ 
tle flask I had kept by me for an emergency, I emptied it at one 
doee • that braced me up. Soon the flocks came nearer, but they 1 
were’all too far off for a fair shot. Just as I felt like giving up 
altogether, we saw a flock coining directly for us; I crouched 
down among the reeds, my heart thumping so that I was sure the 
geese would hear it—but straight on they came. As they came 
opposite me—about twenty feet high and not more than that nWn- j 
ber of yards distant—I rose to my feet. I could see the white in ^ 
the eye of the old gander that was leading; I pulled for bis head, 
hoping to kill him with the first barrel and get a shot at another, 
but with the crack of my gun he veered off to the right, appar¬ 
ently unhurt. I was disgusted with myself, but gave him the 
other barrel directly astern. With a long, sailing pitch he struck 
the bog about a hundred yards off, with both wings Bpread, atone 
dead, the balance of the flock scattering in every direction; some 
passing over Miesckte he got one also. Ills was not quite dead,

and by the time his dog had retrieved it there was not a live, 
goose left within miles of us. Such an Infernal clatter I never 
heard before, but they left mighty quickly after we fired our 
guns. When I picked up my goose I found, to my disgust, that 
I had put the whole load of shot under his left wing, killing him 
really with the first barrel, and the stem shot I gave him might as 
well have been devoted to another member of his flock; but it 
did no good to grumble then, the next thing was to get back 
home. The wind had arisen, and we had a row of five or six 
miles rigbtln the teeth of it. I had a “Bond” boat, and we had 
to coast the shore to avoid the waves. I filled the boat once with 
a big roller, and had to jump out iu three feet of water to save 
my boat and gun. After three good hours’ work we readied hiB 
house, where we hail a good, hot breakfast, and I can assure you 
there was a huge cavity in the inner man to fill up. That done, 
1 had a walk of four miles to my own home, and I must carry 
my goose too—there would be no use to go home unless I had 
my goose along to show; he weighed near fourteen pounds, and, 
with gun and heavy shot belt, made a good load; but I made the 
trip finally, feeling proud over my luck. We tried to cook the 
old fellow, but It took longer to get him tender than It did to kill 
him; in fact, we all concluded we did not like wild goose. 

Another time I had a goose hunt on the lake In a different 
style and temperature. Early in the month of August I was out 
on the lake with Melsckle, looking for young mallards, which, at 
that season, begin to be big enough to eat, and very fine they 


are, too, at that age. The day was still and very hot—not a rip¬ 
ple on the surface of the water. As we rounded out from behind 
a point of reeds, Melsckle’s quick eye caught sight of an old 
mother goose and some half dozen of yonng ones, some half mile 
away. Instantly we stripped for the chase. They were two- 
thirds grown—flappers you might call them, as they could not fly 
yet, although they were almost In full feather. A stern chase Is 
a long one, and I tell you a young goose can swim fast. We had 
two good paddles In the boat—he never used oars—so, throwing 
off coat and vest, we gave way and made our light canoe fairly 
jump from the water. The goose family took in the situation at 
once, and gave way, too, with their paddles in a manner not to 
be despised. After a half hour's pull wc were near enough to 
risk a shot; firing into the flock we crippled one, and with some 
little effort got him into the boat. By that time the others had 
scattered and were a long way off; taking after the nearest one, 
another long pull brought us within reach. On pulling the gun 
up to fire, he dived instantly; then came a comical chase; we 
would row to the spot where he disappeared and wait for him to 
come up; the instant he would come to the surface down he 
would go again, and when under water he would change his 
course so that there was no telling where to look for him. After 
several fruitless shots we crippled him and finally took him in. 
We were so nearly used up that-we hesitated about trying another, 
but finally did so. This one was about tired out, so were wc; 
he would dive, and when he came up bIiow only his head. After 

many trials we got within 
reach of him, as bewildered 
and frightened, he made a mis¬ 
take and came up near the 
boat, and a quick shot settled 
him; then we quit. We were 
completely exhausted—not a 
dry thread of clothing was 
left on us, and my wrists were 
so sunburnt, where my shirt 
sleeves had slipped up, that 
the skill peeled off afterwards; 
but we bad three line, fat. 
young geese for our prize, and 
such sport as is not often hail. 
A goose chase of that kind is 
as exciting as a fox chase. It 
was a “wild goose chase” truly, 
but with a satisfactory ter¬ 
mination. Fulling ashore 
then, on a small Island wc. 
took a rest, some lunch, 
smoked, etc., and had a good 
laugh over our excitemeut. 

I n the cool of the day wc pad- 
died homeward, picking up a 
few ducks, and closed the day, 
well satisfied with our trip. 
When these young geese were 
nicely roasted next day, no 
one found fault with their 
toughness. 

Iu the latter part of August 
the young mallards were big 
enough to fly, and in the even 
iugs, just at sunset, they would 
fly from the upper feeding 
grounds down to the lower 
part of the lake to the clear 
water to roost. There was one 
fly-way between two small 
islands, where we used to get 
from ten to twenty to each 
gun, in the hour just at dark. We could shoot till It was 
too dark to see, and still hear the whistle of their wings over¬ 
head. I had a fine old Gordon setter, Grant by name, that wsb a 
most excellent retriever, and all I had to do was to stand in the 
reeds and bring them down, and old Grant would bring each one 
to my feet, looking happier than his master, if possible. Had we 
owned a breech-loader In those days we could have doubled our 
hag. 

A day’s hunt along the shores of the lake in those days was 
productive of a great variety of game. With my old dog Grant 
I would be sure of every duck I brought down. If two or three 
were knocked down, as It sometimes happened, he would bring 
the wounded ones first, leaving the deud ones till the last. Then 
In crossing Borne point wc would not unfrequently find a covey 
of prairie chickens. The old dog would drop his ducking Ideas, 
and point his chickens as though he never had seen a duck. Get¬ 
ting what we could of them, we would strike Into a soft pasture 
and pick up a few brace of snipes, and occasionally a stray wood¬ 
cock would be added to the list, and in the timber of the islands 
were to be found ruffed grouse. 

Of ducks a fair shot was tolerably certain in those days of from 
thirty to fifty in a day. I have known of members of the “Caw 
Caw Club” bring In ninety to one hundred In one day's shooting. 
I saw forty-six killed at one shot by this man Meisckie. It was 
In this wise: He would prepare a feeding bed near a blind, and 
bait it with corn, wheat, etc., plentifully scattered In the edge 
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Sportsmen's Fixtures for 1878.

Draft or Bill of Iowa State Sportemen’a Association. 

The following is the draft of the game bill of the Iowa State 
Sportsmen’s Association, and presented to the Iowa Legislature 

for ratification: „ ,,, . 

Section 1. Be it enacted try the General Aeeembly of the State 
of Iowa, That sections 4048, 4049, 4050 and 4051 of the Code; 
chapter 69 of the laws of the Fifteenth General Assembly, 
and chapter 122 of the laws of the Sixteenth General Assembly 
be repealed, and the following enacted In lieu thereof. 

8kc. 2. It shall be unlawful for any person within this state 
to shoot or kill any pinnated grouse or prairie chicken between the 
first day of December and the fifteenth day of August next follow¬ 
ing; any woodcock between the first day of January and the tenth 
day of July; any ruffed grouse or pheasant, wild turkey, or quail 
between the first day of January and the first day of October; any 
wild duck, goose or brant between the first day of May and the 
fifteenth day of August ;or any wild deer, elk or fawn between 
tbe first day of January and tbe first day of September. 

Sec. 3. No person shall at any time or at any place within 
this State catch or take, or attempt to catch or take with any 
trap, snare or net any of the birds or animals named in section 
two of this Act; nor In any manner willfully destroy the eggs or 
nests of any of the birds hereby intended to be protected from 

destruction. . . 

Sec. 4. No peraon shall kill, ensnare or trap any beaver, 
mink, otter or muskrat between tbe flrpt day of April and tbe 
first day of November, except where such killing, trapping or 
ensnaring may be for the protection of private property 

Sec. 5. It shall be unlawful for any person, company or cor¬ 
poration to buy or sell or have In possession during the prohibited 
periods In Sections two and four, except for the first live days 
of such prohibited periods, any of the birds or animals named In 
this Act; and the having In possession by any person, company 
or corporation any such birds or animals after the expiration of 
the first five days of the period when by this Act It Is declared 
unlawful to kill, trap or ensnare such birds or animals, shall be 
deemed nrima facie evidence of a violation of this Act. 

Sao 6. It shall be unlawful for any person, company or 
corporation at any time to ship, take or carry out of this 
state any of the birds or animals named In section two of 
this act; but It shall be lawful for any person to ship to> any per¬ 
son within this state any game birds named In this act, 


uot to exceed one dozen In number in any one day, 
during the period when by thlB Act the killing of such 
game birds is uot prohibited; provided ho shall first 
make an affidavit before some person authorized to 
administer oaths, that said game birds are not being shipped for 
sale or profit, glvlug the name and post-office address of the per 
son to whom, and the number of birds to be so shipped. A 
copy of such affidavit, endorsed “a true copy of the 
original,” by the person administering the oath, shall be fur- 
wished by him to the affiant, who shall deliver the same to the 
railroad agent or common carrier receiving such birds for trails- 
portatlon, and the same Bhall lie a release of such carrier or 
agent from any liability In the shipment or carrying of such 
game. The original affidavit shall be retained by the person 
taking the same, aud may be used as evidence 111 any prosecution 
for a violation of this act. 

Sbi\ 7. If any person shall kill, trap, ensnare, buy, sell, have 
In possession, or ship, take or carry out of tbe state, contrary to 
the provisions of tills Act, any of the birds or animals named In 
this Act, or shall wilfully destroy any eggs or nests orldrd.. 

I named in this Act, he shall be punished by a Hue of ten dollars 
for each bird, heaver, mink, otter or muskrat; twenty-five dol¬ 
lars for each deer, elk or fawn; and ton dollars for each nest or 
the eggs therein, so killed, trapped, ensnared, bought, sold, de¬ 
stroyed, had lu possession, or shipped, taken or carried out of 
the state, and shall stand committed to the county jail for thirty 
days unless such fine and costs of prosecution are sooner paid. 

Sec. 8. If any railway, express company or other common 
carrier, or any of their agents or servants, have any of the above 
mentioned birds or animals In their possession for transportation 
or other purpose, during the periods hereinbefore limited and pro¬ 
hibited, or at any other time except In the manner provided in 
section six of this act, they shall lie puuished by a line of uot less 
than one hundred dollars, nor more than three hundred dollars, 
or by Imprisonment In the county jail thirty days, or by lioth 
such flue and Imprisonment. 

Sec. 9. If any person shall shoot or kill any wild duck, goose 
or brant, with any swivel gun or other kind of gun, 
except such as are shot from the shoulder, or shall use 

I dlcated or poisoned food to capture or kill any of the birds 
ned In this Act, shall be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor, 

I upon conviction shall be lined twenty-live dollars for each 
snse, and shall stand committed to the county jail for thirty 
i'B unless Bucb line and costs of prosecution are sooner paid. 

3ec. 10. A prosecution for violating this Act may 

brought either lu the county in which the offense was 
omitted, or lu any other county where the person, company oi 
-poratlou complained of has bad or has In his or their iiosses- 
n any birds or animolB bought/sold, killed, trapped or snared 
violation of any of the provisions of this act. 

9bo. 11. All lines collected for violations of this Act shall 
paid to the countv treasury of the county In whieli 
eviction Is had, and shall be credited to a fund to be kept and 
own as the game fund, and such county shall pay from such 
me fund to the person upon whose Information such conviction 
in any case had and the line collected, the sum of five dollars 
r each conviction, and the clear proceeds of such game fund 
all, on the first day of January of each year, be transferred to 
e school fund. 

Sec. 12. All Acts and parts of Acts Inconsistent with the pro- 
alone of this Act arc hereby repealed. 

Sec. 18. This act being deemed of immediate importance, shall 
ke effect immediately after Its publication In the Iowa State 
tgielcr and the Iowa State Leader, newspapers published in Des 

oloes, Iowa. . . . .

That sec. 4, page 38, laws of 1876, be amended by making 
ienalty $10 for each fish caught or destroyed, and by extending 
to provisions so as to cover any Injury done or attempted to lie 
lone to the fish or to any works erected for the preservation or 
propagation of fish. 

That sec. 6, page 38, laws of 1876, be amended by striking out 
April and Inserting March aud extending time to 15th of June,

That sec. 10, laws of 1876 be stricken out and provision insert¬ 
ed that a certain portion of the fines collected may be appropria¬ 
ted toward payment of parties for filing information which shall 
lead to conviction, but in no case shall the sums so appropriated 
exceed tfie amounts received as fineB. 

These matters were fully discussed and unanimously adopted

Fawns 
In the spot altogether protected. No person shall pursue them 
with dogs or kill them In the water when driven there by doge. 
Does pursuing deer may be killed. Deer may be run In Centre, 
Clinton, Fayette, Lycoming, Schuylkill, Union and Wyoming 


counties. 

Squirrels protected from Jan. 1st to Sept. 1st, except when 
depredating on crops. 

Rabbits protected from Jan. 1st to Oct. 15th. Ferrets not al¬ 
lowed In rabbit killing, except to stop depredations on crops.

Recapfbr’s Reply to Decapper.— Editor Chicago Field: —I 
was very much surprised to see In your Issue of Fob. 2 the long 
list of chargee against me by some one who thus tries to ape my 
nam tie plume , and calls himself “Decapper.” Hie letter is hardly 
worth a reply, but as he practically gives me the lie direct I must 
in justice to myself notice it briefly. My figures as to the price 
of guns were got from the makers. Those which give the cost of 
importing, from the same source, and from importers here. As 
to the rate of duty my authority Is an official letter from the New 
York custom house. I do not write in the interest of any mak¬ 
er, English or American, and to call my letter “a tirade against. 
English guns” Is, In the face of all I have ever written in their 
favor, and the fact that for fine guns I am a believer In English 
gmut alone, simply ridiculous. As to whom "B. R. B.,” “In anoth¬ 
er sporting journal,” may bo, I do not know or care. 

My sporting journal Is the Chicago Field, and I want no 
other or better one. Finally I would say to “Decapper," If he 
chooses to first misunderstand my articles, and then write garbled 
accounts of them, he of course has a perfect right to do so. If he 
has not sufficient good sense to keep him from making such blun¬ 
ders, I am not bound to find him in brains. 

Although I don’t Intend to be driven out of your columns by 
every “galled jade that winces,” I know of one celebrated and 
much admired writer, who some months ago was written about 
by sonic self-sufficient individual pretty much as I have been 
written about now. The result was, as the gentleman himself 
assured me, that never again would he write for a sporting paper. 
He had already done more towards giving a proper tone to field 
sports than any other man In America, and his work was, and is, 
appreciated by all true sportsmen; yet so thoroughly disgusted 
did he become with men of a calibre with "Decapper,” Abat he 
determined to write no more. 

Once for all I say, that for those who can afford a high class 
gun, get one built to your own order by a first-class English 
maker. If that Is beyond your means buy an American gun. 
From $150 upwards, without reference to the duties or other 
charges (I mean paying the above price to the maker, and paying 
other charges afterwards), the English gun will beat all hollow, 
for material, workmanship and finish, any gun for the same 
price built In this country. “Decapper” says that 
“American makers offer a discount of 25 per cent, to deal¬ 
ers.” I know of some who offer a discount of 60 per cent., or 
at least did so some time back, and I have bad dealers offer me 
a discount of 10 and 15 per cent. If I would find customers for 
them, but I don’t consider this much of a compliment to the mak¬ 
ers of those guns. If the guns were all that is claimed for them 
sportsmen would soon find It out, and there would bo no need of 
a discount to get purchasers. “Decapper Bays he does not wish 
any controversy, and neither do I. Your space, Mr. Editor, Is 
worthy of better things, and “Decapper” certainly is not worthy 
of further notice from me, and no matter what he may say in 
the future I shall pay It no regard. I feel that I am far too widely 
and well known—and I hope favorably so—to fear any harm he 
might do me. 

Gentlemanly criticisms, even though of adverse views, I am 
always thankful for; ungentlemanly ones merit my silent con¬ 
tempt- _ _ _ Recapper. 

The Propagation op Quails.— Sandusky, Ohio, Feb. 12,1878. 
—Editor Chicago Fidd:— Having seen in your much prized paper 
different one's Ideas and experiences In regard to the propagation 
of quails, I send you an account of my limited experience. 
Nearly one year ago, in April, ’77, I procured two pairs of quails 
and turned them loose on North Bass Island—one of a group 
lying In the west end of Lake Erie.

Last Fall I found there were three coveys of 
birds, one covey having twenty-eight In It; the others being 
smaller. They are very tame, and although there are four hun¬ 
dred inhabitants on the Island, no one yet has been tempted to 
kill one of them; there must be at least fifty birds from those 
two pairs. There are no skunks, foxes or snakeB on the Island.

— Editor 
Chicago Field: —We arc having miserable weather Just now, first 
a fall of snow for two days, theif a rain of which tide Is the third 
day r , without auy prospect of Its clearing up. Roads are Impass¬ 
able. Ducks are beginning to show themselves In the bottoms, 
but not In great numbers; two weeks ago they were more plenti¬ 
ful than at present. We expect Mr. Jack Snipe (not he of Wash¬ 
ington) to cali on us very early this year, as the weather Is very 
open, with 119 frost In the ground, and It requiring but a few 
weeks of warm weather to furnish plenty of “grub” for him at 
his ubusI feeding grounds. We have had excellent sport on 
quails this Fall, they having been unusually plentiful. I took 
notice of the fact, nowever,that they seemed to be found In cover 
much more than common. In the creek bottoms and in timber, 
generally In thick patches of briars. But few covice were found 
In the stubbles, such Is at least my experience, and of a few of my 
friends to whom I mentioned the fact. Very large bags have 
been made, and still there are plenty left to breed. Mr. Theo¬ 
dore Krafft states that he killed five hundred quails durlug this 
season. The close season Is being generally observed, and in 
this vicinity at least, a violation Is not to be feared. The inter¬ 
est In thoroughbred dogs 1 b tncreaslug here, and the St. Louis 
show Is the topic of conversation amongst sportsmen at present. 
Mr. Krafft Is thinking of Investing in a “blue.” F. E. Sheet has 
been corresponding with the 8 t. Louis Kennel Club for the pur¬ 
chase of a red Irish pup, and Mr. C. A. Smith is to get a “Rock” 
pup. At present there are only two fine bred pups In the city, 
one red Irish, and one of Dllley’s pointers, both owned by your 
correspondent, but we have some excellent natives, not to be 
despised. Mr. Welliver Is the owner of a fine liver colored 
pointer, sent to him by Hon. Edward Rutz, our State Treasurer. 
He has entered him at St. Louis. Mr. Krafft owns some pointers 
that are fine field performers.

Austin Notes. —Austin, Texas, Feb. 12, 1878.— Editor Chicago 
Field: —Though I am a boy I am very fond of shooting, and I 
hope that this letter will let you know something about the 
shooting near the central portion of this state. 1 am sixteen 
years of age, and I have been going shootiug every Saturday 
from the 1st of September to the 1st of April, for the last four 
years. I have kept a shooting diary during the whole time, and 
I find some very good bags of ducks, geese, quails, etc. The 
country near Austin is very beautiful—a range of wooded hills to 
the west of the city and rolling prairies to the northeast and 
south; but, strange to say, the game is very scarce. 

I read the account of the shooting of Capt. Bogardus, and I 
thought first that the feat could not be accomplished; but it 
shows what good shooting, strength and endurance can do. 

The shootirfg near the city has been very poor this Winter, and 
I have not made a single bag worth mentioning. There arc 
plenty of quails within four or five miles, but prairie chickens 
cannot be found under twenty or thirty miles to the north. Deer 
and turkeys can be found thirty or forty miles west of town. I 
went on a short trip during the Christmas holidays, but the 
party had very poor luck, as we killed but nine turkeys, one of 
which fell before my deadly weapon. Wild pigeons have been 
seen In large droveB lately, but they flew farther south. In the 
way of fish we have the baas, gasper and catfish. Juvenis.

—PeklD, Ill., Feb. 14, 1878.— Editor Chi¬ 
cago Fidd: —Having hunted with one person—except two or 
three short excursions—during the whole season Just closed, from 
Nov. 1, 1877 to Feb. 1, 1878, I give you the joint statistics of all 
our hunts during that period. Total shots fired, 761; total head 
of game bagged, 581. Of this number there were: Qualls, 469;

rabbits, 46. 

Judged by scores of trap or glass ball shooting this is a poor 
record, but some allowance must be made for several hawks 
knocked down, not counted of course in heads of game above, 
while of the empty shells arc a few emptied at dogs chasing rab- 
bltsor guilty of Borne other high misdemeanors.

Aus.—It de¬ 
pends something npon the individual, but generally at about three 
months. 2 Tbe reason the wound does not heal is that all the puss 
formed cannot escape, but remains within the cavity caused by the bite 
and poisons tbe flesh. Opeu the wound with a sharp kuife to its lowest 
depths so that the pass can escape freely, then keep the place well 
wet with ordinary solution carbolic acid, and you will have no more 
trouble. 

Flt, Grand Rapids.—My spaniel bitch has bad the distemper very 
badly, but apparently got over It. Three weeks ago, however, she be¬ 
gan to run at the eyes again, and showed signs of a return of tbe dis¬ 
temper What shall 1 do for her? Ans.—Secondary attacks of dis¬ 
temper are quite frequent, and often more dangeroos than the first. 
The treatment must depend upon the symptoms, but if high fever and 
long complication are manifested, as Is generally the case, give fluid ex¬ 
tract aconite 1 drop, and fluid ext. belladonna3 drops alternately every 
three hours till relief ie apparent; then Increase time between tbe doses. 
Be carefal to keep up tbe oitebs strength by frequent doses of strong 
beef tea and port wine, if tbe latter Is necessary. This is most eseeu 
tial. Keep in a dry and comfortable, but not over warm, place. If the: 
above falls to produce a favorable effect, let some good doctor examine 
the bitch, and prescribe after noting the symptoms, precisely as he 
would for a human patient under similar circumstansea.

Stonehenge and the Field Trial Setters.

In the revised edition of “Dogs of the British Isles," now in fl , 
press, the author, “Stonehenge" comments unfavorably upon the la 
Field Trial setters as compared with doge possessing in part the a, 
same blood but with an infusion from other crosses. This Is a 8t 
matter of deep import to us Americans, since we have so large rc 
an interest In the Field Trial .logs; In fact, with the exception E 
of a few pure Laveracks, and the dogs sent or brought over by w 
Mr Maedoua, all our recent importations are of the Field trial tn 
strain, and it is therefore well worth our while to examine erltl- (i , 
eally the assertions put forth by “Stoneheuge. ’ s) 

‘‘Stonehenge” passes over the question of bench show quality w 
ami takes up those of the held and stud, and it Is precisely In it 
these particulars that we claim the Field Trial setters have tl 
proved their superiority to all other English strains. In order ,p 
that it may be fairly understood what is meant by a Field Inal t I 
setter, we would sav that the originators of the breed limit It to a 
cross of Field’s Duke and Stutter’s Kh.ebe, or one or both of three tl 
two, on the Laverock blood. Any dog, therefore, in whose veins ,, 
runs eveu a remote strain of any other blood than this Is not a t ] 
true Field Trial setter. The only public proofs of Held and Btu.1 
quality are found in Held trials and the numbers of winners one g 
strain produces compared with others. Let us then look at the |, 
foreigu record of the Field Trial dogs as proved by these tests , we „ 
sav foreign record, because it is only upou English soil that the ai 
Field Trial dogs have met the representatives of all other breeds, p 
and also because we would examine this matter from Stone- „ 
henge’s” own stand-point. “Stonehenge" names as (Ar quintet of b 
lirst-class dogs whose performances have surpassed all others: |, 
Drake, (pointer), Countess (pure Laverock), Macdona’s Hanger, h 
Dash II and Belle, the latter also a pointer. In the present case j, 
we have only to eousiderthe setters. ‘’Stonehenge” himself says v 
that Couutess, N’ellv and Daisy prove that the Laverock bitches c 
are firsbelass, but he adds, “No dog, however, of the pure d 
breed has vet put in an appearance at any Held trial, with ] 
any pretension to high form.” It must also be remembered t 
that these three bitches are the only pure Laveracks that have t 
won any prize at Held trials, so that the entire breed depends for its , 
public Held reputation upon their performance. Dash 11 is a Meld 1 
Trial setter In the true sense of the word, his sire being » pure f 
Laverock and his dam by a Laverock dog, out of a slater toDuke, , 
thus making the Duke-Laveraek cross essential to a Field 1 rial , 
ilog. Hanger is not a Kielil Trial, he having other blood In his j 
veins than that to which the breed Is limited. Let us tlicu com- j 
pare t.he performance of these three representatives before going , 
into the comparative merits of the different breeds. Countess , 
met Ranger at Bala Trials, IS73, where she took third in Brace 
Stakes, and third in the 6takes for all-aged setters and pointers, , 
Ranger and mate getting first In the Braces, and Ranger second , 
In the All-aged Stakes. Countess, however, won eleven’ times , 
out of twelve entries, and Ranger ten times out of fourteen en¬ 
tries. Dash II made his first appearance in the Puppy Stakes at 
Shrewsbury In 1875, winning second. In 1876 he met Ranger 
at Shrewsbury in both the Braces and Aged Stakes, and beat him 
both times. He also won the Champion Cup at the same meet¬ 
ing. In 1877 Dash II met Ranger three times and beat him 
twice. So much for the individuals; now for the breeds. The 
first representative of the Field Trial blood appeared in 1870, 
when Mr. Statter’s (afterwards Field's) Bruce won first in the 
All-aged Stakes and the Champion Cup at Shrewsbury. For four 
cousecutive years this most important of all the Euglish field 
trial prizes was won by Field Trial doge, and a review of the 
“Kenuel Club Stud Book” from 1370 to the end of IS70 shows 
seventeen Field Trial winners, landing sixty prizes, more than double 
the record of any other breed. Now, as all these prizes were won in 
open competition, and under the best judges that could be se¬ 
lected, it is evident that either “Stonehenge” Is wrong or the 
judges were knaves in thus placing the dogs. 

Of all the dogs outside the Field Trial strain Macdona’s Ran¬ 
ger is the most celebrated; of the Field Trial strain no dog stands 
higher than Llewellln’s Dan. “Stonehenge" says Dan Is not a 
good cross for the Laverock bitches, yet Ranger, who has been 
for vears in the public stud, and whOBe winnings have made his 
services in great request, has got but four field trial winners 
out of the bitcheB of all breeds sent to him, while Dan, who has 
been strictly reserved for Mr. Llewellln’s kennel, has got sewn 
trial winners out of the three Laverock bitches Countess, Nellie 
and Lill II, and of these seven two have beaten Ranger himself. 

Further comment is unnecessary. An author who has gained 
the public confidence, or the editor of a great paper like the 
Field, has It in his power to do far more injustice than a com¬ 
mon writer can do, because his assertions are regarded as author¬ 
itative ; but this very fact should put the public on its guard, 
and especially, when the writer Is known to be a man of strong 
prejudices, hie statements should be taken cum gratia ealie, unless 
sustained by the evidence of well known facta patent and open 
to all._, 

Ideas on Dogology, 

Kansas City, Mo., Feb. 9, 1878. 

Editor Chicago Field ;—The various ideas entertained by 
sportsmen in regard to the originality, as well as to the standing 
and requisite qualities of field doga, has been so extensively ven 
tilated daring the past ten years, that it would seem useless for 
any one to say anything that would substantiate different views 
from those hold by certain ones, who had become prejudiced 
against every breed or strain, except the one under their imme¬ 
diate control. As the breeding of fine field dogs in this country 
is comparatively of but recent date, it is therefore In a manner 
presumptlous for any one to say that his course is the right 
course, any further than his experience having made him believe, 
and therefore hie beliefs are merely Ideas, not facta, and should 
not deter any one from continuing on a theoretical course, 
based upon Individual Ideas. The writer Is led to write thus on 
account of the fast Increasing desires, that so many have Just 
now, to become personally noted, Instead of having their dogs 
deserve the notoriety from actual performance in the field and 
qualities on the bench. 

We mnst all acknowledge the pleasure we receive every week, 
as we anxiously tear off the wrapper of the Chicago Field and 
turn to the kennel columns and read the Interesting articles from 


the numerous writers that contribute to your able paper; tt’a a | 

pleasure that none can realize hut those whose Imaginations i 
can place them os participants In the field sports of the day. 

A “Pious Jeems" or a “Kit Klllbiid” might Interest the oldest 
hunter with their beautifully written accounts of days’sports In i 
the wild woods of the South. These able writers, on facte, would 
be questioned now, and may be criticised as not “an fait" on i 
Dogology; whilst scores of modern sportsmen move to the front, 
and “Kit” and “Pious” bag more game with their dogs, ‘ Com- i 
mon Sense” and "Practical,” than any who have made It a rule 
tocouform strictly to the Ideas laid down by the authors of the i 
numorous old time books. No one can understand fully what a 
good field dog Is until he has ascertained from a real experience 
In the field what Is actually necessary for him to have, to ac¬ 
complish the best results, and to such an one it is well kuowu 
that a good field dog speaks for himself. When 1 say a good 
field dog, I do not mean a fair dog, a pretty good dog, bul l 
mean a dog that I venture to say there is not twenty-five In the 
whole United States. And when, If we take that number, we 
find their breeding to have been at variance to the Instructions 
laid down by our most celebrated writers on the breeding of 
dogs, It becomes a question whether we mUBt conform to rules 
strictly, or deviate, as our judgments dictate, and wait for the 
results. As the records will show, the most cultivated dogs of 
England were superior to all the rest of their respective litters, 
with hut few exceptions, and to assert that we must breed to cer¬ 
tain strains, or must have certain strains to possess first-class 
dogs, is not a fact, and It can be verified by great numbers of 
sportsmen of the day, who have signally failed in producing 
what they desired, a dog like the sire. 1 not only believe, but 1 know 
It Is absolutely necessary to have good authenticated blood, but 
the offsprings of that blood arc not In a majority, all good field 
dogs, or can they be made so, and there will be, In the. litters 
those that will never become above the mediocrity, no matter 
how well handled And I think that when it has been proclaimed 
that certain strains are so superior to all others, that the 
poor ones have been done away with, and that 
the pecuniary standing of the individual owner made it to his 
Interest, and allowed him the privilege of retaining the best and 
gratifying a desire that many have, but that few can enjoy. To 
he the possessor of a kennel of all perfect dogs, and then stating 
It “because of my superior breed,” when, if any one lmd the de¬ 
sire and the mean* and will sufficient, he could buy up dogs over 
the country, all of different strain*, that would make a kennel 
superior to any now owned in this or any other country. It has 
been stated In a late number of the Chicago Field that 1 bail 
had no experience with Imported dogs. “I have had it without 
being able to pay the money aome have had to, and got nothing 
in return, for I have uoticed’wtth Interest the importations, and I 
would ask the sportsmen of America, if, outside of their re¬ 
corded lineage, they have gained a superiority In quality! Now, 
do uot say I am a native man, and opposed to anything imported; 

I am not. I like good blood, but despise anything and every¬ 
thing that undertakes to dictate, by Inlluonce or otherwise, that 
man must conform to aDy popular beliefs, just because It fills the 
pocket, especially when that popularity has no foundation in fact. 
There are just as good dogs of one breed or strain as there are 
of another. An Irish setter, well bred and thoroughly broken 
aud a winner at a Field Trial, by his reputation as an Inch setter, 
will sell a hundred that mav prove worthless. So with any other 
breeds. And I would advise none to be carried away with the 
performance of a dog In the field, thinking Ills blood made him 
the winner; Ills Individual blood did, but his geneological record 
inay have had Dothlng to guarantee hla field day performance. 

Of the great number of pups and doge that I have dlepoeed of 
nearly three hundred—I am led to believe and state what I do, 
that as good satisfaction can be given by crossing good qualities 
on good qualities, regardless of color or strains, as there is ob¬ 
tained by adhering strictly to the strains; and at the same time 
I have seen the best results from close in-breeding judgment 
coupled with experience; and a sufficiency of money to keep body 
and soul together will, I think, bear me out in my statements, 
and from the many kennels now in existence, I am sure good 
stock can be obtained without making any one kennel supreme 
above the other. _ A. C. Waddell.

Why Not Use Tliem i 


Cambridge, Mass., Feb. 4, 1878. 
Editor Chicago Field :—Dogs were made for a purpose and 
it is to be regretted that this fact is not generally seen by the 
many people who own doga. All men, from the highest to the 
lowest, are of some use to their fellow creatures, and this same 
truth could be extended to dogs. Can it be denied that at least 
fifty per ceDt. of the dogs one meets are, to put it mildly, very 
much In the way, and that the greatest benefit to mankind would 
be for them all to diet 

Let us take a hasty glance at the race of dogs in all its classes. 
First come the pure bred, noble, sensitive creatures which have 
been brought to a state of perfection by the raoBt careful and 
patient attention. These, comparatively speaking, are not large 
In number. The second class consists of the half-breeds one so 
often sees, such, for Instance, as a balf-polnter and half-setter, 
or a black-and-tan terrier with an Inkling of foreign blood. Many 
such dogs are very fine animals and capable of being utilized to a 
very great extent. The third, and by far the moBt numerous 
class, consists of that motley multitude of mongrels, hybrids or 
curs, whatever one chooses to call them. It is this class which* 
I would specially call attention to. They constitute the lowest 
order of the canine breed, and as such are despised, kicked 
and stoned by those who do not understand them. It 1 b, as I 
said before, with dogs as with men. We hare our different 
grades of society, our caste as it Is called, and, regarding men as 
animals, we can easily see that some are high bred and have pedi¬ 
grees as ancient as whisky; others not so much so, and stUl others 
who can hardly name their great-grandfathers. But who will say 
that this last class of men Is of do use to mankind, and conse¬ 
quently should be maltreated In every possible wayl Have not 
dogs tbelr grades and castes as we, and Is their lowest grade too 
low for any use? Why Is the adjective “worthless” so commonly 
prefixed to the word cur? I maintain that any dog, whether a 
pure-bred ODe or a mongrel, if properly trained and taught (and 
every dog has the capacity to be taught), can be made a great 
benefit to his owner and capable of following other pursuits than 
chickens. The material la In the puppy, and all that Is wanted is 
the care to bring it out. The smartest dog I ever saw was a cur, 
with perhaps a preponderance of spaniel blood, and there was 
hardly anything that Tiger could nat be taught to do. 

It is a remarkable fact, well worthy of notice, that nine-tenths of 
timer, pretematuralty emart doge m see at drawee or show* Sre regu¬ 
lar cure. In many places, too, where pure hunting dogs are 
scarce, cur dogs are used with great success. What do theBe 
things argue? Why, almply, that because we know a dog Is 
sprung from a poodle and a Scotch terrier, It does not necessarily 
follow that the dog Is going to be a fool, and does not Justify us 
In bestowing such a dog on some one of our poorer neighbors 
where we know It will be alternately kissed and kicked by 
todllng children. 

If a man cannot afford to pay one or two hundred dollara for a 
pure-bred hunting dog, why than, let him take a good-sized mon-

Tally One for the Lake City Kennel. —Lake City, Minn., 
Feb. 16, 1878.— Editor Chicago Field:—In looking over the pages 
of the Chicago Field we frequently sec accounts of wonderful 
sagacity shown in very yonng poluters and setters, especially the 
former, and I have one to relate: I purchased a pointer pup of 
Mr 8 B. Dllley, of this place, paid $25 for him, whelped by his 
little Fleet and aired by Ranger, you know something of the 
stock I believe. The next day after I took him home while In 
my dining room with two canary birds running about the room, 
the puppy, just seven weeks old, made several distinct and 
staunch points on one of the birds; the secopd time he made a 
noble point with left front foot raised, head and tail on a straight 
line, and stood (1 should judge) at least two minutes, when the 
bird flushed. Since that time he has made several [mints on the. 
same bird and although pushed will suffer his hlud parts raised 
up aud not Hush. This simply goes to show how thoroughly 
mother Nature has Instilled the points into this breed of dogs be¬ 
longing to friend Dllley’s kennel. I have handled a great rnauy 
fine pups but this one promises very fair to make the best one I 
ever saw. I van corroborate this circumstance as ray brother, 
Dr. W. F. Gould, my wife and Mr. Henry Calver were present at 
the time 1 speak of. L. C. Gould. 

Tally One Fok tiie Young Irish Setter. Wall Lake, Iowa, 
Feb. 7, 1878.— Editor Chicago Field: —Mr. H. C. Lovejoy, of 
Niles, Midi., spent several weeks at this place last Fall, shooting. 
He had with him a young Irish setter about ten months old, who 
had never been in the hands ot a trainer, but worked on chickens 
like a little major. When Ducks began to arrive, Mr. L. took 
the dog to the lake to try him in water. A brace of mallards 
soon came along; both fell to one barrel of No. 6—one dead, the 
other winged. Without any urging the dog plunged In and 
started in pursuit of the wounded bird, who swam off to the 
middle of the lake; when within about eight feet the duck sud¬ 
denly dived, but under went the dog in hot pursuit. The duck 
came up about twenty yards from where It first went down, no 
doubt thluking that all danger was over, when suddenly the dog 

appeared on the surface about four feet behind. Under goes the 

duck, down goes the dog, appearing again at another spot. This 
was repeated about a dozen times; each dive the duck became 
weaker, and finally succumbed to the pluck of a young untrained 
setter.

Collecting Salmon Ova lu England. 

Salmon egg collecting Is one of the most difficult—and, I may 


ccived from the bobbing of the corks that the fish on the spawn¬ 
ing bed were “masked” in the trammel. She's a beautiful net Is 
my trammel, though some flud fault with her. She's like bird¬ 
lime to a fish; let her once touch a fish’s fin and she has the rest 
of him pretty quickly. Down came the trammel right on to the 
net below In true orthodox style. Round with them both on to 
the bank. Three fish. Instantly I was on to them as they kick 
about in the water. First, male; second, female; third, male. 
The males fine, big fish with red coats on them, os though they 
were going to a horse guards’ parade,and beaks on the lower jaw 
enough to frighten one. The female, alas! had not an egg in 
her; all done spawning long ago. 

While I examined these fish the river spared us not, and I ob¬ 
served that a bank of pebbles on which I had been packing eggs 
was covered with water. We were all, therefore, only too 
anxious to be off, as a long stay on a desolate island for a Winter’s 
night, In the middle of the North Tyne, was not a pleasant pros¬ 
pect. Several of the party, therefore, got Into the cart; the more 
the safer, as the cart would be heavier In the stream, and less 
likely to tip over. As I was waterproofed up to my neck, 1 
walked behind in the water, holding the cart-tall with one hand, 
the precious egg-can with the other. The man whipped up the 
horse, and he managed to drag his heavy load across the river, 
the old cart (np already over the axles in water) rolling about 
like a ship at sea as the wheels tipped up over the boulders 
below. 

At last we got ashore all right, and the cart went back for the 
net6, etc., and the other men, some of whom waded, others rode 
across. Mr. Ridley had brought with him a curious-looking 
basket, made by the peasants lu Germany, very handsomely 
worked In wicker. This basket he carried on his back, like a 
Parisian chifflonier. We laughed at his basket, but we did not 
laugh now, aDd he produced therefrom a capital luncheon, beer, 
etc. As we sat on the bank we saw the North Tyne gradually 
rising. Lap, lap, came the little side-waves at our feet. Gradu¬ 
ally the island on which we had been standing became smaller and 
smaller, and at last down she came with a mighty rush; the 
stones which a few minutes before had caused the ripples and 
the rushes so dear to salmon fishers, quickly ducked their beads 
under water, and where there had been a loud resounding rapid 
before, now was a swift, deep stream, running like oil. This 
sudden 6pate was caused, of course, by our friend the black storm 
on the hills. In this part of Northumberland spates come on 
very quickly, owing to the mountains being so steep, aud the 
moors being so much more drained than they were in former 
years. With the spate in the river came the storm upon us—a 
regular spiteful gentleman, fresh from the caves of .Eolus—iced 
rain, sleet, and snow. I was cold—very cold—but I would not 
let It be seen. I felt my wet suit of waterproof gradually- 
freezing, and becoming like a suit of armour, especially about the 
arras aud throat; so we packed up and walked away as fast as we 
could underja railway-arch, where I managed,with the help of a wa¬ 
ter bailiff, to get off the the same frozen dress; and then for a walk 
—I hate walking—into Belliogham. As we went along a blacker 
cloud came over, and it began to snow, not In nice heavy flakes, 
but little sharp spikes, the size of peppercorns.

LETTER NO. 3.—THE SHARP-TAILED GROUSE, (rcditecelc* 
phtuianelltt*, Elliott).

This bird is sometimes confounded with the pinnated grouse, 
but is readily distinguished through lack of the elongated feath¬ 
ers oof the neck, peculiar to Cnpido cupidonia , although there is 
a bare space on either side that might be mistaken, by the super¬ 
ficial observer, for the gular sacs. There is a papillous naked 
skin above the eye, along the supereilliary region, bordered ex¬ 
ternally by feathers. The tarsi arc very densely feathered, but 
with a narrow space behind, the plumage extending along the 
sides of the toes for considerable distance, nearly half the basal 
joint, in fact. The middle toe, with its claw, measures a trifle 
more In length than the tarsus; aud all the toes are extended and 
provided with conspicuous linear processes, arranged with all the 
regularity aud form of the teeth of a eomb. The tail is loug 
and wedge-shajved, containing eighteen feathers, all of which are 
graduated, the eentral pair being elongated considerably beyond 
the rest, from one to oiic-and-oue-iialf inches. The tail-coverts 
extend nearly as far as the tips of the third innermost pair of 
caudal feathers, and the whole tail measures about two-thirds 
the length of the wings. 

In form, the sharp-tailed grouse differs slightly from the pin¬ 
nated grouse or “prairie chicken,” not only in the absence of the 
pointed feathers of the neck before mentioned, but it is like¬ 
wise, a trifle larger, though perhaps less compact. The sides arc 
black, not yellow, a 6 in the latter bird. The tail too, though of 
much the same shape, has the feathers more abruptly graduated, 
the outer being about one-third the eighth, and one-fourth the 
ninth; this may, however be an extended tail covert, and has 
been so considered by some. The bill also is much stouter, and 
the top more convex, and thicker (higher) at the base. The 
comb-like processes of the toes are likewise much longer, form¬ 
ing a broader base to the toes. The tarsi are more extensively 
and densely feathered, extending on to the toes, whereas the 
. tarsal feathers of the pinnated grouse cease at their base. 

The prevailing color of the sharp-tailed species is dusky black 
above, and pure white beneath, witli no signs of buff about the 
head; and the upper parts are variegated with zig-zag, or rather 
transverse, spots of yellowish brown, the scapulars being marked 
with broad, elliptical longitudinal central spots of white, and tbe 
wing coverts with large, almost round spots of pure immaculate 
—those of the outer webs of the primaries being smaller and 
more graduate. The breast is thickly covered with broad V— 
shaped marks of uniform slate or dusky—a few even approach¬ 
ing the l T —form which, on the sides, become less numerous and 
longer drawn out The average length of the species is about 
eighteen inches, with wings of eight and one-half, and tail, four 
and one-half inches, the two middle feathers of the latter 
exceeding the rest by nearly an ineh-and-a-half. 

Tbe sharp-tailed grouse is indigeuous to British North America, 
from the United States line nearly or quite to tbe Arctic ocean, 
aud from Hudson’s Bay and the “Barrens” in the East, to the 
Pacific on the West, throughout all which region It is known to 
the Anglo-Americans as the pheasant or avincon —the latter being 
the aboriginal designation. It is emphatically a bird of the 
wooded districts, seldom venturing far from the forests, and 
never upon the sterile wastes, of which Mellville peninsula is tbe 
extreme eastern point, known as the “Barren Grounds,” it being 
here replaced by a closely allied and handsome species, redue 
cetes arcticns , which formed the subject of a previous chapter.

The Long-Necked C'helodiue. 

BY C. FEW 6E1SS. 

The long-necked chelodiuc (Cheludinn longicollis , Gray) is a na¬ 
tive of Australia. The chelodlnes occupy much the same position 
in the Australian fauna which the soft-shelled turtles, triony- 
chidtr. , and the snapping turtles, chcli/dridic, do In the American. 

This chelodiuc ia very remarkable for the great length of Its 
neck, which may be termed both swan-like and serpentine, and 
indeed may almost be compared to that of the plesiosaurus of 
the 1 lassie period, but of course in miniature. On account of 
this extraordinary length of neck, the chelodiuc is unable to draw 
its head and neck within the shell. This is contrary to the habits 
of a vast majority of the tortoises, and to all American species 
with which I am acquainted. When disturiied or frightened it 
hides Its head under the side of the shell. 

The chelodine Is said to he fierce and rapacious, feeding upon 
fishes and various other animals. The superior surface of tbe 
head, neck, feet and lugs is blackish-gray or brown in color; the 
carapace (upper shell) is dull yellowish-brow n, with pale rnot 
tied net-llke markings, and a few brown spots; the plastron (un¬ 
der shell) is peculiarly broad and oval in front, and the plates arc 
surrounded by a dusky bonier.
